The Ne»T King of Spiiin. 

The civil war ill Bpuin lias taken .1 
mulilon lliou;,'luu)t wholly unoxijoctod, 
1 11111. Tlio iiepublicun army — officers 
ir.id intiu — have procLiiracd Prince Al- 
loiiso, Priiico of tliQ Asturi»3 and son 
of Isaboihi, Kin;,' of ypaiii. A brief 
liistoi'v of [he ovents loading to the 
complications in the Spaiiiah huccgss- 
iou may not bo uninteresting. 

The Austrian family vthieh ascend- 
ed the throne in the person of Charles 
I, (Emperor Charles V.) in 1516, end- 
ed in tho peirton of Charles II., who 
died without issue in 1700. By his 
will ho bequoathod the crown to Louis 
XIV, of Friiaco, who had married the 
sister of the*Spanish icing. The crown 
was also claimed by Leopold I., of 
Austria, who had iniiiried another 
sister.- A war ensued in which nearly 
all Europe took paii; for thirteen 
years. By the peace of Utrecht, in 
1713, Philip, llio grandson of Louis 
XIV., was contirined as King of Spain 
by yielding Naples, Sardinia, Belgium 
and other titatos to Austria, and Gib- 
raltar to England. In 1808 his grand- 
son, Charles IV., was ^compelled by 
Napoleon to abdicate, and Prince Fer- 
dinand was also compelled to renounce 
all claim to the succession. In 1814, 
after Joseph Bonaparte was driven out 
of Spain by tho British troops, For- 
(liuaiul \'li. was proclaimed King to 
tho oxcluHi(.)n of his father. Fordiuand 
liad two brothers; — 1. Charles, or 
Don Carlos, '2. Francis Do Paula. By 
the law of Spain, females were exclud- 
ed from the succession. Ferdinand had 
buried three wivos, and, having no 
children. Don Carlos was the heir 
jjrosumpt've. In 1829 he married 
Maria Christina, of Naples, by whom, 
in quick succiiwyion.he had tvvo daugh- 
ters — Isabella, born iu 1830 and Maria 
Louisa, born in 183'J, Ferdinand 
died in So23toi"''JRi" 1833, having some 
time previously issued a decree abol- 
ishing tho law eicludiug females, thus 
cutting D.oap;irto3 off from the suc- 
ce.gsion, Fei'diiiiud had been a moat 
unmitigated dd'.spot, as his father had 
been before hiai.and Don Carlos was ex- 
pected to bo wofsu. Tho whole nation, 
therefore, sustaiiiod Isabella thou three 
years old, who wus iDroclaimed Queen 
under the regency of her mother. Don 
Oarlosat once began a war, which 
lasted six years, and was remarkable 
for its cruelty niid atrocity. In IB-iS, 
the Queen, bein^' 13 years old, was 
declared by tho Cortes to bn of full 
age. An intrigue then began in Eur- 
ope for the marriage of the Queen. 
Louis Philjipo, of France, who had 
several uumari'i"(l sons, and wlio exor- 
cised a .sort of guiu'diiuisiup over tho 
Spaiiirih fainilj', was forced to niako a 
pledge that li!) would not marry oitlior 
of his sons to Isabella. In 18-lG he 
vias successful in accomplishing the 
marriage of the Queen to her cousin, 
Francis D'Assisi, .son of Francis de 
Paula, thus uniting tho elder and 
vouiiger lino.s of the family to the ex- 
clusion of t!io lino of Don Carlos. Tho 
other daughter, -Afaria Louisa, was 
roamed at the same time to AQtbouy, 
Duko df Moiitponsier, son of Louis 
Philli[i!.'. It wiiH supposed then that 
tlie FieiK^h King liad pructisod an iii- 
tdiit ioii'il fiiuid, Tho liUHbaiid of Uic 
(.^iKion ^v.•l;l iin.U.'rslood to be but little 
bettor than an imbecile, in which case 
tho Spanish crown would be likely to 
fall to the dfiscfindants of tl;e French 
ijlrincp. 

Isabella, however, had a number of 

cliildrcn, of whom five survive. Tho 
second of these is Alfonso, who was 
born in 1857,and is conseciuontly now 
betwoencMl7 .'and 18 years of age. 
Her sister', the DaoHess of MoiUiieji- 
sior, lias ton children, including sevoi- 
ttl sons. 

After his nn.succossfiil v^ar.Doa Car- 
loa, who liad bfion living in Franco, re- 
moved to Triesto in Austria, where ho 
died in 13»5.' Previous to this, how- 
over, he had renounced • the Crown in 
favour of his son, Count Montniolin. 
JnlSliU the Count was proclaimocl 
King by Gon. Ortega, but there wa;i 
no popular respouo. In tho same year 
Moutinoliu^ud his brothers.John and 
F^rtow^clrwwo^m^^^ i,h^j,,xci- 
uoiincecT all claim to tho throne and 
were released, and mil.i.'soqnontly rojm- 
diatod tho rcnuuRiation. ]\I()iitinoiiii 
and Foidinaiid died in 18G1. In ]8lj3 
John renounced in favour of his sou 
Charles, who was born in March, 1818 
{^nd vyho is the pre3ent;oloimaat to tbp

Prini. Tli's insurrection iiu;rcasod 
during tho year, and on the 'iOtli of 
Soptcnibor, ISGH, Qnc'i.-n Lsaboila left 
Spain for I'^-anco, wliero she has coii- 
tinun to rcsiile evorbillC(^ A UKJuarch- 
ical constitution was ndojitcd and tho 
Cortes souglit dilligently for a King. 
July, 1870, tlie Jiegcncy cilVored the 
Crown to Prince Leupold of Hohcu- 
zollern. Tliis otfer w.'is used .'is a pre- 
text for tho ('(Jilt rovt>rsy VictwotMi 
France and Prussia v.-liieli ondiul 
in tho war that dethroned Napolenn 
III, and foundo'd tho German Euqiire. 
In November, 1S70, the (M'owii was of- 
fered to Amadous, second noii (U" Vic- 
tor Eiiianncl of Italy, will) accept!);! it, 
was crowned King in .Ic'iuaary, IS71. 
Early in 1873 he abdicated and left 
Spain, and the country has since been 
ruled as a sort of a Republic. 

On the'Jlth ofjune, 1S70, Isabella 
formally roiKuinced the thnnu" in Inv- 
oiir of her son .VlfMHse. In ISTl Dun 
Carlos entei'L'd Sjiain , .and lla^ siiiee 
then been eiiga^i'cd in ]n'os:'C!iting a 
war to recover the tliroiie. The t-ipaii- 
ish llopublic has never liiul .'uiy nuli- 
stanco. The Sjiani-sh jiocip.'c liave 110 
knowlodgo of liepiibliciuusm, and the 
Spanish nobility and publicans abhor 
it. The QoTernment has been called 
a Republic for the want of a monarcii. 
On tho question oT "right" as recog- 
uized in royal successions, Alfonsn is 
probably entitled fu tho ci-owii; lint 
what Spain wants is piMcc, and to 
have peace there must be some head 
selected to the support of which the 
country will generallj- unite. If is 
possible that this boy will unite tho 
best elements in Spain, and be tho 
means of giving peace to the distract- 
ed and miserabie Idn^'dnni.
